The printers have been absent 
from work since Nov. 8, when they 
failed to report for work pending 
settlement of a dispute with the 
publishers over arbitration proced- 
ure and negotiation of a new con- 
tract. The combined staffs of the 
Free Press and Tribune are putting 
out a paper reproduced from elec- 
tric-typewritten copy
